Squeezing 


T HERE HAS , APPARENTLY 
been heavy. pressure on the| 
United States gold supply, and in 
effect onthe American dollar, since 
France dropped its support of the 
highly-secret gold pool operations 
run through the Bank of England. 
The fact that France had dropped 
out in June was only revealed follow- 
ing the devaluation of the pound 
and seems to have been “leaked” 
to the Paris newspaper Le Monde by 
French government sources. 

There is little doubt that France 
hopes to precipitate a run on the 
dollar strong enough to force the 
United States to devalue — that 
is, to raise the price which it will 
pay for gold. This, in essence, is what 
the French government would prefer 
to the newly-concluded agreement on - 
increasing international liquidity — 
a return to the gold standard. 

The United States in the past has 
firmly_resisted this pressure, to the 
point that there have been more or 
less open threats from that country’s 
Treasury Department that it would 
in the last resort attempt to put the 
world on a dollar standard. This 
would mean that any najion want- 

ing to do business with the United 
States would accept dollars as the 
medium of payment or take its busi- 
ness elsewhere. The American obliga- 
tion to buy gold at $35 an ounce 


speakers. But the fact is that only 
one province of the ten — British 
Columbia — insists on holding the 
government to its plan. The rest, for 
various reasons, are apparently con- 
tent to wait until a later date for the 
federal program. 


Mr. Bennett, always alert for a 
chance to score against the govern- 
ment of Canada, scents the crisis 
that he can precipitate by doggedly 
insisting-en medicare and shows no 
inclination to relent.

In view of current inflationary 
pressures, the federal government 
would be well advised to call for a 
postponement of medicare, ‘and the 
provincial premiers, including Mr. 
Bennett, should respond to the 
national need and agree to such a 
move. This is no time to seek cheap 
political advantage.

On balance, however, the course 
of falling back on the dollar as the 
prime medium of international ex- 
change would be more in keeping 
both with American character and 
‘with international requirements for 
monetary stability. Devaluation of 
the dollar would set off a reaction 
which could make devaluation of the 
pound look like a relatively minor 
event, 


A Civilized Advance 


ANADA HAS ADVANCED 
further along the road of civili- 
zation with parliament’s approval of 
a compromise law against capital 
punishment for a five year trial 
period at least. The death penalty 
may still be applied to murderers of 
police and prison guards, but others 
guilty of the crime will not be 
executed. 

The compromise is not what the 
abolitionists wanted. They would 
have preferred to eliminate hanging 
entirely, but they accepted a second- 
choice bill to avoid the defeat they 
suffered when.the vote went to the 
Commons last year. 

Retention of the death penalty 
for killers of police and prison guards 
is considered by those who favor it 
as a protection for people exposed 
to criminals who, already facing or 
serving terms of life imprisonment, 
would have nothing further to lose 
by committing another murder. It is, 
however, subje¢t to the same basic 
criticism covering all executions —

that if a person not guilty of a par~ 
ticular murder is hanged. and his 
innocence establistied later, it is too 
late to correct the error. | 

The free vote, 114 for conditional 
abolition, 87 against the bill, reflects 
general repugnance against barba- 
rity. It should relieve the goverr® 
ment of substantial criticism. over 
the manner in which sentences have 
been commuted wholesale—reject- 
ing decisions of the courts. 

Further amendment—to remove 
the exceptions now included in the 
law—will presumably await the ex- 
perience of ‘the next five years. 
During that period the law-makers 
and the public will have evidence to 
support or refute the deterrent éle- 
ment some ascribe to hanging. 

If execution is to be retained to 
eliminate killers of police or prison 
guards, however, it seems reasonable 
to investigate other means of carry- 
ing it out. Surely the time is long 
past wherl the rope could be con- 
sidered an acceptable method.

It would be absurd and dishonest, on 
the other hand, to say, as some stupid 
business men say, that private enterprise 
is innocent, and socialism alone guilty, of 
Britain's troubles, or Canada’s. It is 
preposterous to say that if government 
would leave business alone, drastically 
reduce its taxes and leave the people’s 
money in their own pockets to spend 


individually as they pleased, then 
everything would be all right. 

Obviously the most urgent needs in 
Canada, Britain and most countries are 
collective enterprises like education, 
hospitals, urban rebuilding, clean air, 
unpolluted water and other things that 
only public money can buy. 

The plain truth, long denied in both 
business and government but now 
starkly confronting us, is that we cannot 
.buy everything at once, publicly or 
privately, as we have been trying to do 
in Canada; and that fact will not be 


altered by any juggling with the 
currency. 


Carried on Loans 


Another plain mathematical fact 
should be remembered: Canada’s annual 
trading deficit is larger in total, and 
much larger proportionately, than the 
deficit that drove Britain to devaluation. 
We have been saved, up to now, from 

this panic measure only by the willing- 
ness of our neighbors to lend us huge 
sums year-after year. 

When the United States itself is 
running a deficit which no other nation

For Canadians 
Found in Travel

Her letter continues: “‘By 
the age of 16, we should be 
able to take at least two years 
off school to see and explore 
the other provinces of Canada 
and perhaps another country, 
not only for the sake of 
education but also because 
from the ages of 16 to“19 we 
are looking for adventure and 
new surroundings. 

“That is why so many teen- 
agers rebel. If we could have 
this chance and then return to 
school filled with a greater 
knowledge of Canada, I feel 
certain that we would be 


» much better citizens in the 


long run.” 


Miss Varga thinks we 
should get the voting age 
down to 18. Agreed; for my 
own part, I’d like to get it 
down to 16. People from 16 to 
21 pay taxes, and plenty of 
them. They don't pay income 
tax in most cases; but on 
everything they buy, they do 
pay heavy: indirect taxes to 
provincial and federal author- 
ities, Refusing them the vote 
is taxation without —— 
tation. 

Now on top of Miss Varga’ 's 
proposals, and the one I 
myself made, why don’t we 


every 
her Grade 11 in another 
province, trading homes with 
a student in that province? A 
Toronto student might take 
his Grade 11 at a Montreal 
school, live with a French- 
Canadian family, and learn 
the language. The French- 
Canadian student thus re- 
Placed would take his Grade 
11 et a school in Toronto, and 
polish his English. A Winnipeg 
student might trade places 
with one in St. John’s. | 
The only cost would be that 
of transportation. Admittedly, 


school standards and courses 
differ from province to prov- 
ince, but I'm sure that in 
terms of real education — and 
in terms of holding Canada 
together — the gain would 
outbalance any losses or diffi- 
culties. 

You could go at it another 
way by having each high 
school in Canada team up 
with one in another part of 
the country (e.g. Hamilton 
and Halifax, Regina and Ri- 
mouski) for constant ex- 
changes. and visits, using 
school time and school money. 

You could go at it still 
another way by ruling that 
every high school should at 
all times have one of its 
students spending a full year 
at a high school in each of the 
nine other provinces; and that 
every high school should have 
in it at all times one full-year 
student from each of the nine 
other provinces. 


These students would, of 
course, be expected to teach 
about their own province 
when away; and to teach 
about the other provinces on 
their return. 

But it isn’t just Canada. If 
this country has any future at 
all, it’s as a truly interna- 
tional one, looking much less 
‘to the United States, looking 
much more. to the other 
nations of the world. 

Why shouldn’t each Cana- 
dian high school, at any given 
moment, have in it one 
student from India, one-from 
France, one from Mexico, one 


from Russia, and_ so forth, 
letting them teach as well as 
study? 


Why _ shouldn't Canadian 
high school students be going 
to these countries on an 
exchange basis, again teach- 
ing as well as studying? They 
can teach their own language, 
if nothing else, and learn — 
really learn — another. 


Then there’s what I call 
casual travel, If a high school 
student wants to go some- 
wherein Canada on school 
time, he should be en- 
couraged, the thought being 
(1) that he’ll learn something 
and (2) that he'll tell the 
other students about it when 
he gets back. 

Right now, I’m arranging 
for ttwo Vancouver high school 
students to visit Toronto, for 
one at Gravenhurst ‘to visit 
Montreal and so forth. I do 
what’ I can, but it’s not that 
much after the tax-collectors 
have finished with me. 

Now of course lots of people 
(including , many students 
themselves) are going to say 
all this is impossible and 


impractical. But, when people 


say this, aren’t they saying 
that real education is impos- 
sible and impractical? If so, 
we're in serious, difficulties, 
and who’s going to do what 
about it?

Few People 


Most of the countries rep- 
resented at the Bridgetown 
talks are too small to run a 
live ecenomy.

dependent except that Britain 
is responsible for defence and 
foreign affairs.

Pree Trade Area (CARIFTA) 
to be formed by May 1, 1968.

The Uses of Intelligence 


From our end of time the

How strange to inhabit a 
world in which the call of 
duty was placed above that of 
reason, or chastity considered 
dearer than life itself, or 
noble blood regarded as a God- 
given, inalienable advantage. 

But our present values, 
though perhaps an improve- 
ment on medieval times, are 
not all they might be either. 
We live in a (rapidly develop- 
ing) meritocracy. But the 
word “‘merit” in this context 
tends to have a very limited 
application. It refers, first and 
foremost, to measurable intel- 
ligence, and only sometimes 
and secondarily to other quali- 
ities. 

Intelligence is useful ‘in 


-many fields and essential in 


some, and it can be used to 
supplement (or even replace) 
other attributes. 

But I am becoming ex- 
tremely tired of the attitude 
which regards it as the one 
paramountly desirable char- 
acteristic, and which even, at 
times, goes so far as to look 
on the possession of this as an 
excuse for other failings.

It’s paradoxical that Ralph Cowan put 
forth the most sensible thematic criticism 
during the broadcasting debate in the 
Commons.

Tempers Flare as Council 
Approves Wage Increases

Tempers..were testy at Victoria 
city, council” meeting Thursday ; as 
aldermen formally debated pay ‘in- 
creases for city hall department 
heads. 

In a fiery but erratic speech Ald. Robert 
Baird loudly stated that he was against pay 
increases, not because--he challenged the 
competéeney of city hall staff, but because the 
timing ;was wrong. cS 

“My quarrel 4s not with the city manager, 
he said,-‘It is just that these increases are ill 
timed coming as they do before we enter 
negotiations with the rest H the staff. 

We are going to be faced ‘with some tough 
bargaining in. the near future and I think we 
should bargain with the other employees first 
then with the senior staff.’ 


Ald. Baird also spoke against the hiring of 
an independent survey team to do a job 
relativity study within city hall. 

“What do we have a personnel man and a 
city manager for?'’ he asked. “They are 
capable of doing this job.” 

Ald. Baird ran into heavy fire from fellow 
aldermen Ian Stewart and Hugh Ramsay. 

“It's always a good and popular cause to 
be against wage increases,” said Ald. 
Ramsay. “It's like fighting for the sanctity of 
motherhood, you know the majority -will 
support A ; 

If the. rehake registered Ald. Baird didn’t 
respond. But he did a few minutes later when 
Ald. ‘Stewart said it was unfortunate that 
both matters were being discussed in heated 
fashion. 

“So much can be Jost in the heat of 
argument,” he said. ‘‘But I suppose it gives 
our friends in the press something to write 
about.”

Productivity Dip 
Hurts Economy 


OTTAWA (CP) — One of the 
black spots in the Canadian 
économy that Finance Minister} 
Sharp is wary about in drafting| 
his mini-budget proposals for) 
Nov, 30, and his regular budget 
plans for next spring, is the| 
slackening productivity of Cana-) 
dian workers, 

The Economic Council of 
Canada has been emphasizing 
the dangers of this in its last 
three annual reviews. The gov- 
ernment’ ‘thas ‘been ‘fying to 
strengthen the skills and capa- 
bilities of the work. force by 
pouring funds into job-training 
programs. 

The trade department is en- 
couraging Canadian dindustry’ to 
upgrade its plant and equipment 
in preparation for next year’s 
introduction of some. Kennedy 
Round tariff cuts, which will 
require Canadian. exporters. to 
be’ more competitive: 

Last spring Finance Minister 
Sharp removed sales taxes on 
production machinery to, help 
this along. 

But he warned that the chief 
obstacle to attaining stable 
growth in the next five years 
was an excessive increase in 
prices and costs, running sev- 


eral times the gains in pro-| 


duetivity per man. 
PRODUCTIVITY DOWN 

Since. then, figures have be- 
come available showing that 
productivity in 1967 actually 


tarned down from 1966, the first | 


jdownturn since the current 
jeconomic expansionary period 
begain in 1961. 

One measure of productivity 
|is the real oubput of the country 
per person, in the labor force. 
The real output of’ the country 
lis found in the gross national 
|produce “deflated” to take out 
the effect of price increases. 

In 1961 the GNP Was $37- 
471,000,000, but. in. terms of the 
Standard 1957 dollar thi 
amounted to $35,081,000,000, and 
there were 6,517,000 persons in 
{the labor force that year. This 
gave a _per-worker real output’ 
of $5,383, and this was. an 
increase of Six-tenths of 1yper 
cent over 1960. | 

However, as the ‘recovery’ got 
under way, real output” per 
worker jumped 4.7 per cent in 
1962, and by another 3:8 per 
cent in 1963. However, the gains 
each year have grown smaller 
They were 3.3 per cent in 1965 | 
and 2.8 per cent in 1966. 

During the same years, the 
labor force grew steadily—by 
18 per ‘cefit in “1962, 2.7 per cént 
in 1964 and by 3 per cent in 
1966.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A

“This country is not for us,” 
asserted Harry Edwards of San 
Jose State College in announc- 
ing unanimous approval of his 
plan at a meeting attended by 
200 young Negroes. 

Outside the South-Central Los 


Angeles Chureh, where the 
three-day Black Youth Confer- 
ence was taking place Thurs- 
day, violence erupted between a 
Black Power group and a small 
leftist band of pickets shouting 


obscenities and. yelling such 
taunts as, “Bourgeois 
Negroes !’’ 


One man was cut severely on 
the face, another shot in the 
wrist. 

Edwards 


said 50 amateur 


sports figures attended and en- 
dorsed the Olympic walkout.

Among them are Lew. Alcin- 
dor and Mike Warren, basket- 
ball stars of the University. of 
California at Los Angeles, and 
Tommie Smith and Lee Evans 
of the world-record mile relay 
team from San Jose State. 

Edwards said the group also 
included Otis Burrell, former 
Nevada high jumper, UCLA 


hurdler Ron Copeland and Hal 
Griffin, .UCLA football player. 
In addition, he said he has com- 
municated with athletes 
throughout the Western states 
and they will ‘‘go along.” 

Although none of the U.S. 
Olympic teams has been picked, 
Edwards said Negro athletes 
supporting a boycott were 
among those most likely to be 
chosen for the Games next Oc- 
tober in Mexico City. 

The possibility that their posi- 


tion "may soften by that time 
was ruled out by Edwards, a so- 
ciology teacher and former 
track and basketball star at San 
Jose State whose-discus mark 
still stands as a school record. 
MUST ‘EXPOSE’ 

“This is our way of pointing 
out,” he said, “that the United 
States has no right to set itself 
up as a leader of the free world. 
It’s a simple fact that America 
has to be exposed for what it is 


—America is just as guilty as 
South Africa ever was.” Racial 
segregation is the government 
policy of South Africa. 

He said he expects all Negro 
athletes in the United States to 
stay away from the Olympics 
because “these people have to 
live in black communities and 
this will have a_ bearing on 
whether they compete.” 

Smith, who holds the world’s 
record of 19.5 seconds in the 200 
metres and the 220-yard dash, 


said earlier this month he would 
“give my right arm to win a 
gold medal in the Olympics,” 
He said Thursday, however, 
that he would join a boycott. 

“I am quite willing not only to 
give up participation in the 
games but also my life if neces- 
sary,” Smith told the San Jose 
Mercury News, “if it means 
that it will open a door or chan- 
nel by which the oppression and 
injustice suffered by my people 
in America can be alleviated.”

Special Diet Foods 
Found in This Shop

If you have someone who is allergic to certain foods in your 
family, especially if that person is a young ehild, you may be 
looking forward to a not-so-merry Christmas that denies all or 
part of your family the array of goodies that the rest of us take 
for granted. I have a friend with four young children, two of 
whom have dietary problems. They cannot understand why the 
foods that their brother and sister eat freely are bad for them. 

Others have similar problems. Overweight people, or people 
on.a saltless or low cholesterol diets often find themselves caught 
in a dreary round of permitted foods, afraid to experiment with 
rew recipes or substitutioms in the recipes they already have. 

With these problem diets in mind I visited a local shop that 
makes a business out of using recipes that cater to this kind of 
problem, They avoid animal fats and dairy products such as milk 
as a.matfé@? of policy, substituting vegetable oils which are low in 
cholesterol. . They sell salt-free bread, a loaf of white costing 25 
cents, one of brown, 30 cents, and even salt-free peanut butter at 
58 cents a jar. 


I asked them what they had that was a little special for the 
holiday season and they showed me boxes of their own candy. 


Chocolate-coated ginger costs 75 cents for a pound box. Fruit 


balls, made of a mixture of ground dried fruits and nuts, could be 
a treat for someone whose diet forbids the usual kirid of 


confections, A pound box costs 85 cents. A_date confection, rolled 
in coconut with almonds ‘in the centre, sells at 7 cents for a 


pound box. 


Christmas cakes, bot light and dark, made with whole wheat 
or unbleached white flour costs $1 a pound. Other delicious cakes 
that could replace it on your holiday menu are date and nut loaf, 
55 cents each; apple sauce cake at 38 cents or 48 cents a loaf, or 


banana cake at 48 cents a loaf.

Man Bitten 
102nd Time 


MIAMI, Fla, (AP) — While 50 
tourists watched, a deadly Aus- 
tralian tiger snake plunged its 
fangs into the hand of Bill 
Haast, a professional snake han- 
dler. He is reported in serious 
condition in hospital, suffering 
from his 102nd. and most dan- 
gerous snakebite. { 

“Tt was a braid new snake 
being handled’ for the first 
time,” said Clarita Haast 
Thursday, She is the wife of the| 
56-year-old herpetologist and his 
partner in the Miami Serptenta- 
rium, a tourist attraction. 

Haast claims he has built up 
immunity from snakebites 
through injecting himself during 
the last 19"years with a potion 
mixed from the venom of cob- 
ras, the green mamba, the coral 
snake and the Indian-blue krait. 


LIVE TWO YEARS = 

Doctors inject such serum 
into horses, then bleed them to 
use their blood for snakebite 
remedy—but the horses usually 
die within two years.

—almost all of them suffered 
while’ taking venom daily from 
the snakes among the 700 rep- 
tiles at his serpent farm—Haast 
has refused medical attention

I wish the play “Saturday's 
Children’ could be shown in 
movies in every high school at 
least twice a year. It shows so 
clearly the great unhappiness 
that is likely to develop when 
two young people marry when 
they are still so childish that 
they fuss at each other when 
they are short of funds.

Theodore Irwin, writing in 
Today's Health for Sept., 1967, 
says that the divorce rate for 
brides under 20 is three times 
that of the overall average, 
and a study made in Ohio 
showed that two in five of the 
people who married when too 
young said that they would 
not have done what they did if 
they had known more. Irwin 
says that one in four teen-age 
brides does not bother even to 
get her own breakfast, let 
alone her husband's. Half of a 
group of recently married 
teen-age girls questioned said 
that they failed to assume 
adequate responsibility in 
their new home. 

I read that teen-agers today 
get better advice on how to 
choose a college, career, OF @ 
car, than they do on how to 
pick a husband or a wife. 
Many who marry are sur- 
prised to find that two cannot 
live as cheaply as one. It is 
remarkable how little 
preparation most young 
people have for marriage, 
parenthood, and the raising of 
a child. As Dr. Mary Cal- 
derone and other experts on 
sex education have said, it is 
terrible the way we parents 
don’t prepare our children for 
life, and especially for a 
sexual life.

As Irwin says, obviously a 
course on marriage in high 
school cannot be expected to 
eliminate divorce, or prevent 
out-of-wedlock pregnancies, or 
to solve all the marital 
problems of young people, but 
there is evidence that educa- 
tion for marriage does help. 

Dr. Lehmann, a father of 
six, thinks that children early 
should be given’ an allowance 
for many of their expenses, so 
that they can see how much 
money it takes to buy things, 
Also, children should be given 
more and more chance to 
make their own decisions. A 
child should learn that if he 


he cannot use it for something 
else. Children should be given 
freedom to grow, and to test 
out their innate bilities. They 
should. be able to talk over 
their problems frankly with 
their parents, without 
embarrassment. They should 
never be made to fear a 
parent or be uneasy with=ttm 
or her.

LONDON (CP-AP)— 
The gold rush became a 
stampede in Western Eur- 
ope’s bullion markets today 
and scenes of “near pande- 
monium”. were reported in 
the bidding for gold shares 
on the Johannesburg stock 
exchange. 


The Swiss National Bank 
moved to halt forward sales, 
sales for delivery of the metal 
in 30, 60 or 90 days, to protect 
its-U.S. dollar holdings. 

The record sale of bullion also 
was reflected in the London sil- 
ver market in the general rush 
to get out of paper money and 
into something solid such as 
gold, silver or even stock in a 
gold mine. 

It was a reflection of the gen- 
eral public uneasiness following 
Saturday's I43-per-cent deval- 
uation of the pound and—also 
speculation that the United 
States will be unable to hold the 
line of $35 an ounce for gold 
which it is pledged to defend. A 
change in the U.S. buying price 
for the metal could mean huge 
profits for speculators.

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Under Changed Conditions 


EDICARE HAS UNFORTU- 
nately become a political prob- 
lem rather than the social measure 
it was in concept. But the whole 
matter is too important to Canada, 
both from the standpoint of social 
benefit and of financial burden, to 
permit a solution on partisan politi- 
cal grounds. This means that the 
federal government and the provin- 
cial administrations should approach 
the problem anew in ‘the light of 
today’s altered conditions. Those 
conditions indicate that medicare 
should be temporarily deferred. But 
such.a move requires statesmanship 
from government, opposition and 
provincial leaders alike. 


At: the moment, the federal 
government stands committed to 
implement the medicare program 
next July 1. On that date it will be 
open to each province to enter into 
association with Ottawa on a plan 
for complete medical insurance 
coverage within its boundaries, 
handling the costs on a 50-50 basis. 
The federal government, having 
“ated its intention on many occa- 
sions, feels obligated to initiate the 
program on schedule, but it well 
recognizes. that many factors have 
changed since the legislation was 
first set in motion and because of 
that it hopes that the provinces will 
not avail themselves of the offer.

T HERE HAS APPARENTLY 

been heavy pressure on the 
United States gold supply, and in 
effect on the American dollar, since 
France dropped ‘its support’ of the 
highly-secret gold pool operations 
run through the Bank of England. 
The fact that France had dropped 
out in June was only revealed follow- 
ing the devaluation of the pound: 
and seems to have been “leaked” 
to the Paris newspaper Le Monde by 
French government sources. 

There is little doubt that France 
hopes to precipitate a run on the 
dollar strong enough to force the 
United States to devalue — that 
is, to raise the price which it will 
pay for gold. This, in essence, is what 
the French government would prefer

a return to the gold standard. 

The United States in the past has 
firmly resisted this pressure, to the 
point that there have been more or 
less open threats from that country’s 
Treasury Department that it would 
in the last resort attempt to put the 
world. on a dollar standard. This 
would mean that any nation want- 
ing to do business with the United 
States would accept dollars as the 
medium of payment or take its busi- 
ness elsewhere.

In view of current inflationary 
pressures, the federal. government 
would be well advised to call for a 
postponement of medicare, and the 
provincial premiers, including Mr. 
Bennett, should: respond to the 
national need and agree to such a 
move. This is no time to seek cheap 
political advantage.

And keeping 
in mind that the United States has a 
heavy international deficit, it could 
be advantageous over a short term 
at least, to pay off American foreign 
obligations in devalued dollars, 

On balance, however, the course 
of falling back on the dollar as the 
prime medium of international ex- 
change would be more in keeping 
both with American character and 
with international requirements for 
monetary stability..Devaluation of 
the dollar would set off a reaction 
which could make devaltation of the 
pound look like-a-relatively-minor 
event.

BRITAIN FACES REALITY 


By BRUCE HUTCHISON 


To Understand—Before It Happens Here 


O CANADIAN who visited Britain 
lately could have been surprised 

by the devaluation of the pound. As I 
tried to argue in some recent articles 
from London, things 
were bound to get 
much worse there 
before -they got 
better. Devaluation 
merely recognized an 
obvious necessity a 
little earlier than this 
reporter, among 
others, had expected. 
It recognizes, in 
short, that the thin 
raiment of an over-

valued currency — a kind of’ financial 
miniskirt — could no longer disguise the 
real anatomy -of Britain’s lean situation. 
So the roof fell on a government which 
had fooled_the people, the world and 
itself. 


Clearly, the government did not 
intend to devalue until the last terrible 
moment. Having talked to some of its 
leading members, I cannot believe that 
they were lying, either in public or 
private, when they said there would be 
no. devaluation. Sudden, unforeseen pres- 
sures in the money market must have 
left them no alternative. It is—no 
accident, however, that the three de- 
valuations of this century were executed 
by Labor governments. 


Empty Cupboard 


True enough, the Tories left an empty 
cupboard and a staggering exchange 
deficit when they were defeated in 1964 
and cannot escape their heavy share of 
the blame for the several sterling crises 
that followed. Their Pecksniffian preach- 
ings today and their pretence that they 
would have done everything differently 
without devaluation or serious strain, 
should convince no one. I am quite sure 
they don’t deceive Edward Heath, a 
potential prime minister. 

After all, it was a great Conservative 
prime minister, Harold Macmillan, who 
misconstrued everything when he told 
Britain, a few years ago, that “‘you 
never had it so good.” That tragic 
indiscretion of speech encouraged false 
hopes, set the stage for subsequent 
blunders of policy and set the tone of a 
nation living wildly beyond its means 
with the Tory government’s full conniv- 
ance. 

But it is equally true that the ideology 
of so-called socialism, and its honorable 
ambitions of reform since Ramsay 
MacDonald’s time, forced Labor and 
Conservative © alike to bite 
off much more than Britain could chew. 


even if the system temporarily collapsed. 

There need be no collapse, or further 
impairment, if we learn from Britain's 
mistakes and halt the present slide. We 
still have time, though not much. The 
question is whether we have . the 
necessary wisdom and courage and that 
question has not been answered yet. 

It is not difficult to foresee what the 
Canadian socialists and spiritual children 
of the British Labor party will say. They 
will say that Britain’s misfortunes, and 
ours, are the ‘natural result of an 
incorrigible and intolerable free enter- 
prise economy. 

This version of naive and_primitive 
thinking on the Left has been entirely 
abandoned by the British Labor govern- 
ment, as I‘have recently shown by 
quoting the public speeches of its 
members. Such thinking survives on -the 
Canadian Left by an odd time-lag, 
mostly because the NDP has never faced 
the responsibilities of national govern- 
ment, as the Labor party has faced, or 
failed to face, them in Britain, with 
today’s unhappy consequences. 


Absurd Assertions 


It would be absurd and dishonest, on 
the other hand, to say, as some stupid 
business men say, that private enterprise 
is innocent, and socialism alone guilty, of 
Britain’s troubles, or Canada’s, It is 
preposterous to say that if government 
would leave business alone, drastically 
reduce its taxes and leave the people’s 
money in their own pockets to spend 


individually as they pleased, then 
everything would be all right. 

Obviously the most urgent needs in 
Canada, Britain and most countries are 
collective enterprises like education, 
hospitals, urban rebuilding, clean air, 
unpolluted water and other things that 
only public money can buy. 

The plain truth, long denied in both 
business and government but - now 
starkly confronting us, is that we cannot 
buy everything at once, publicly or 
privately, as we have been trying to do 
in Canada; and that fact will not be 
altered by any juggling with. the 
currency. 


Carried on Loans 


Another plain mathematical fact 
should be remembered: Canada’s annual 
trading deficit is larger in total, and 
much larger proportionately, than the 


this panic measure only by the willing- 
ness of our neighbors to lend us ‘huge 
sums year after year. 

When the United States itself is 
running a deficit which no other nation 
will conveniently cover, and when the 
American currency is under acute 
pressure, it may. not be so easy from 
now on for Canada to get all the money 
it wants in Wall Street whenever it 
chooses, All things considered, never 
send to know for whom Big Ben chimes 
in London’s Parliament Square. It 
chimes for all of us.

We are going to-be faced with-some tough 
bargaining in the near future and I think we 
should bargain with the other employees first 
then with the senior staff.” 


Ald. Baird also spoke against the hiring of 
an independent survey team to do a jeb 
relativity study within city hall. 

“What do we have a personnel man and -a@ 
eity manager for?" he asked, ‘“‘They are 
capable of doing this job.” 

Ald. Baird ran into heavy fire from fellow 
aldermen Ian Stewart and Hugh Ramsay. 

“It’s always a good and popular cause to 
be agsinst wage increases,” said _ Ald. 
Ramsay. “It's like fighting for the sanctity of 
motherhoad, you know the majority will
